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St. John's is a high school and junior college maintained by the 
Evangelical Lutheran Synod of Missouri, Ohio, and other States. The 
chief purpose of the school is to prepare young men for the study of 
theology at Concordia Theological Seminary, St. Louis, Missouri. In 
addition, the school provides various other opportunities for lay educa- 
tion under Christian influences. The high school offers both general 
education and preparation for college. For almost forty years the com- 
mercial department has offered courses on the high school and junior 
college levels. Opportunity is also given for the study of piano, pipe 
organ, voice, and musical theory. Junior college girls and young women 
training for church work are offered parish workers’ certificates for 
elementary schools, and a selection of liberal arts courses prepares stu- 
dents for the work of a senior college. The high school is listed as a 
class A school by the State Department of Education and is a member 
of the North Central Association; the junior college is accredited with 
the State Department of Education and the State University and is a 
member of the American Association of Junior Colleges. 

A rich and varied program of extra-curricular activities aids greatly 
in accomplishing the purpose of Saint John's College.
